The amended claims 1, 7 and 23 raise the following new ISSUE: "said light transmitting region is 
disposed between an inner edge of a gate line and a side of an outer edge periphery of said reflecting 
film in each pixel, a first opposing side of said reflecting film substantially overlapping an adjacent gate 
line, and a second opposing side of said reflecting film substantially overlapping an adjacent data line". 
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
